Its full 
benefits, however. caniKit be realized in any but a 
boarding school, where the students are all to- 
getluT. .'itid where their rising, retiring, assem- 
bling for iiHTiU .nnd study, their care for their 
njonis ami dress, and, in fact, all their duties arc 
regulated by the military re<|uirenients. For 
twenty-three year*; we have hail tlii-i feature in 
the sch<Mjl, and lri->iu ii vve iuive derived most 
gratifying results. We have incorporated it, not 
fnr the [uiriKKf of trainiut; our pupil-; for mili- 
tary life, but on account of ihe many advantages 
derived from it in school government, and on 
account of the many hcnefits uliioh f)ur students 
obtain fronj the svstcui. It consumes no time 
that would otherwise be devoted to study, as the 
hours used f<»r it woi^cl, in .^Hluer sdnM9ob»- bet 

given to recreation. 

To simi up a few of the many reasons for 
adopting the military feature, we believe: 

. 1st. Tliat it contributes to diligence in 
study. The licst men in the drill, as a rule, are 
f^be.st in their studies. 

2d. That it contributes to gooil behavior. 
The penalties are of a dignified character, and 



some oi them severe, they are not such as to 
crush the spirit of a boy. I5ein>x reroRnized as 
a part of the military discipline, tlu v are received 
without the protests that are frcquentljf. made 
against penalties inflicted in schcx^l. 

3d. It cultivates the habit of immediale^ 
implicit, and nn<|uestioning oho<lience to right- 
fully constituted authority; also habits of order, 
neatness, punctuality, and self-reliance. 

4th. The drill is excellent jihysical exercise, 
especially for boys who are in a plastic state. 
Hciii forms are straightened, hoUoiv chests are 
devi-lo|)e<l. an erect carriage and a manly a4di()S^ 
are acuuired, and health is proimned. 

5tn. The principle of self-government is 
thoroughly brought out. Officers arc selected 
from among the oldest, the most studious, and 
the most trustworthy of the cadets, and these are 
of much .service to the teachers, in the manage- 
ment of the school, and in controlling the public 
sentiment of the students. 

While the military feature was introduced 
primarily for the advantages just mentioned, 
every effort is made, consistent with other duties,
